The HepuMi< an party la not alone responsil le 
for these appalling issues, nor is its success the 
orly d inger to tho Stability of the Government in 
its present form. The Democratic party has ea- 
gerly seized upon lhe«e momentous ihsues, and 
wit'Ucdthem as the thunderlcdts of party war- 
fare. They have striven to madden the South, 
and to concentrate Southern vote* upon their can- 
didates, as the At-otitionisls have striven to mad- 
den the North and to concentrate Northern votes 
upon their candidates.

Our neighbors of the 
Courier announced that they had sent a man 
to make a report of it for their columns, but 
we guess, that, after all fheir trouble and ex- 
pense, they have conclude* 1 that the thing isn't 
worth the space that it would till. 

Mr. Yancey's speech is really nothing more 
than a third or fourth rate one. It has neither 
wit, humor, logic, nor eloquence. It is not 
even classical or correct in ils language. It is 
weak, diffuse, and inconclusive. It is chiefly 
remarkable for its author's very ludicrous 
vanity. He talks of himself in the third per- 
son, as "this man Yancey." He tells what 
an excitement is created throughout the coun- 
try by "this man Yancey." He repeats what 
the newspapers everywhere say about "this 



MissoiKt. — Wc have most gratifying in- 
telligence from this Sta(£, and though the 
Union ticket was not elected in the recent 
struggle, we have every assurance that the 
State will go for Bell' and l'.ccrelt.

The D.-mocracy voted for Jack- 
son almost solidly, for Hancock Jackson, the 
Breckinridge nominee, received only about 
7,(«x> votes. Mr. Orr, the Union candidate, 
was beat from 8*000 to lo,f»00. In Ihe Second 
Congressional District James S. Hot I ins, the 
Union candidate, was elected to Congress, 
beating the combined forces of the Democracy, 
the Republicans generally voting for his Doug- 
las opponent, John II. Henderson. 

On looking over the election returns any one 
ignorant of the true state of affairs would sup- 
pose that Missouri is certain for Douglas. But 
it must lie rememtiercd that tin: vide for Han- 
cock Jackson does not show the Breckinridge 
strength, ami in the Presidential election the 
Desnoeratic vote will l>e more equally divided 
between Douglas and Breckinridge, so that ihe 
voting for Bell and Everett will be easy to 
achieve. 

CSrAII the Breckinridge organs have in- 
dulged in the most unbounded denunciations 
of Mr. Douglas for taking ihe stump in the 
canvass. They have Boomed scarcely abb* in 
find terms strong enough to express their innsfl 
of the degradation of such a proceeding. They 
have seemed lo mourn over it as something 
humiliating nnd disgraceful to the country 
itscll. The Breckinridge Central Committee 
of Kentucky has dwelt upon the alleged do- 
basement in its recent address to the people. 
The Louisville Courier in particular has re- 
ferred to the matter again and again in *he 
severest ami most contemptuous terms. 

And now it is authoriiively announced that 
air. llreckimidge is to take Ihe stump in the 
campaign, and ihe Louisville Courier promises 
lo use its influence in fa.or of a regular series 
of stump-encounters between Douglas and 
Breckinridge. Il will truly lie a strange sight 
to sec these two hostile Democratic champion^, 
neither of whom can have a rational hu]ie of 
success in the election, battling with each other 
r.o to face and hand to hand through the 
nation! 

If, in the estimation of the Breckinridge or- 
gans, the appearance of one Democratic can-

the feathers or fur. as the case may be, pack up 
carefully, and the game will be preserved sweet 
aud fresh in the most unfavorable weather. Game 
sent open and loose cannot, of course, l»e treated 
in this manner; but all game packed in boxes or 
dampers may Ihb deodorized as described. A tea- 
-pooiiful of coffee is enough for a brace of birds, 
ami this proportion for more or larger game.
